Trade  Surplus  Up  -  The  October  U.S. 
agricultural  trade  surplus  rose  38  percent 
to  $1 .8  billion  from  September  1993. 
Exports  increased  20  percent  and  im¬ 
ports  were  up  9  percent  for  a  net  gain  of 
$482  million.  The  cumulative  calendar 
year  surplus  through  October  is  4  per¬ 
cent  below  1 992  at  $1 4.1  billion,  (table  3). 

Exports  Up  Slightly  -  October  exports 
were  up  $652  million  to  $3.9  billion. 

Grain  and  feed  shipments  rose  6  per¬ 
cent,  led  by  an  8-percent  increase  in 
corn  shipments.  Horticultural  exports 
were  up  22  percent.  Nut  shipments  rose 
95  percent  from  September  to  $200 
million.  Fruit  and  fruit  preparations  were 
up  3  percent  to  $21 7  million.  Vegetable 
exports  rose  12  percent  in  value.  Beef 
and  veal  exports  fell  6  percent  to  $1 64 
million.  Tobacco  leaf  shipments 
increased  31  percent  to  $84  million. 

Wheat  shipments  totaled  2.7  million  tons 
in  October,  down  4  percent  from  Septem¬ 
ber.  Exports  to  Japan,  the  Philippines, 
China,  and  Nigeria  accounted  for  75 
percent  of  shipments.  Japan  imported 
305,000  tons,  followed  by  the  Philippines 
with  227,000  tons.  Calendar  1 993 
shipments  were  29.3  million  tons  through 
October,  7  percent  over  the  year  earlier 
period. 

Corn  exports  increased  9  percent  in 
October  to  3.8  million  tons.  Shipments 
to  Japan  (1.3  million  tons)  and  the 
former  Soviet  Union  (1.1  million  tons) 
accounted  for  about  60  percent  of 
the  total.  Shipments  were  9  percent 
above  October  1992.  Calendar  1993 
shipments  to  date  totaled  32.8  million 
tons,  3  percent  below  1992. 

Soybean  shipments  increased  30 
percent  to  2  million  tons.  Value  was 
$487  million,  up  36  percent  from 
September.  The  Netherlands,  Japan, 
Taiwan,  and  Germany  accounted  for 
over  60  percent  of  shipments.  The 
Netherlands  received  51 9,000  tons 
followed  by  Japan  with  403,000  tons. 
Calendar  year  to  date  shipments  were 
15.4  million  tons,  about  the  same  as 
1 992.  Exports  through  October  total¬ 
ed  $3.6  billion,  up  4  percent  from 
1992. 


Grain  sorghum  exports  were  346,000 
tons,  6  percent  below  September  and  30 
percent  below  October  1992.  Japan 
imported  200,000  tons  followed  by 
Mexico  with  1 10,000  tons.  Calendar 
1 993  total  shipments  were  5.3  million 
tons,  valued  at  $537  million,  down  25 
percent  from  the  previous  year. 

Cotton  exports  rebounded  in  October, 
rising  39  percent  to  75,000  tons. 
Shipments  were  27  percent  higher  than 
October  1992.  Shipments  to  Japan, 
Mexico,  and  Brazil  increased  sharply 
from  September.  Calendar  1993 
shipments  through  October  reached 
927,000  tons,  23  percent  below  1 992. 

Imports  Increase  -  October’s 
noncompetitive  imports  were  $475 
million,  1 0  percent  over  September  with 
increased  shipments  of  coffee  and 
cocoa.  Coffee  rose  15  percent  to  $135 
million  and  cocoa  20  percent  to  $1 00 
million.  Banana  imports  fell  slightly. 
Competitive  imports  rose  8  percent  from 
September  to  $1.6  billion.  Wine  imports 
increased  48  percent  to  $1 1 9  million. 
Fruit  imports  were  up  39  percent,  those 
from  Canada  rose  $10  million,  mostly 
due  to  increased  berry  shipments. 

Grains  and  feeds,  and  vegetables  each 
rose  14  percent.  Sugar  and  products 
imports  declined  33  percent  to  $88 
million.  Calendar  year  imports  through 
October  were  unchanged  from  1 992, 
totaling  $20.5  billion.  Developing 
countries  accounted  for  50  percent  of 
U.S.  imports,  down  4  percent  from  1992, 
while  imports  from  developed  countries 
rose  2  percent.  (Tom  Capehart,

FY  1994  Forecast  -  Exports  are 
forecast  at  $42.5  billion  for  FY  1994 
(table  4).  Increased  high-value  product 
(HVP)  exports  will  likely  offset  declines 
in  grain  and  soybean  shipments. 

Higher  prices  for  coarse  grains  and 
soybeans  will  limit  the  decline  in  bulk 
export  value.  Imports  are  forecast  at 
$24.5  billion,  with  gains  projected  in 
grains,  oilseeds,  and  horticultural 
products.  The  trade  surplus  is  pro¬ 
jected  at  $18  billion,  the  same  as  in  FY
